FOREWORD 


Heretofore  our  auction  sales  have  been  handled  exclusively 
by  J.  C.  Morgenthau  £r  Co.,  Inc.  While  these  sales  are  always 
successful,  and  of  course  will  be  continued,  it  has  seemed  to 
Mr.  Raymond  that  the  average  collector  has  been  somewhat 
neglected.  Many  of  the  consignments  offered  have  been  im- 
possible to  auction  through  this  department.  The  overhead  of 
such  sales  makes  it  necessary  to  “lump”  the  consignment.  This 
hurts  the  average  collector  who  has  to  pass  up  a certain  date  or 
type  because  it  is  grouped  with  other  coins  he  already  has  or 
does  not  collect. 

Another  important  reason,  and  quite  overlooked  by  the 
average  collector,  is  the  fact  that  a large  majority  of  all  coins 
offered  at  public  auctions  are  bought  by  mail  bidders.  Yet  they 
have  to  stand  the  overhead  which  does  them  not  a particle  bf 
good. 


We  have  on  hand  material  for  several  sales,  which  will  be 
held  at  intervals  over  the  next  few  months.  This  and  follow- 
ing sales  should  provide  every  collector  an  opportunity  to  obtain 
select  pieces  at  a reasonable  price.  The  mail  auction  sales  will 
be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Morgenthau  sales,  ex- 
cepting of  course  the  public  auction  part. 

All  sales  held  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Wayte  Ray- 
mond, personally  supervised  by  Stuart  and  Ronald  Mosher. 

While  no  reserve  has  been  placed  on  any  lots,  they  have 
been  so  catalogued  as  not  to  be  worth  less  than  50  cents  each. 
Bids  for  less  than  this  amount  will  not  be  entered. 

The  same  conservative  method  that  has  characterized  our 
sales  in  the  past  will  be  used  in  classifying  the  condition  and 
rarity  of  coins  in  these  mail  auction  sales.  As  in  the  past  we 
want  our  buyers  to  be  able  to  say  the  coin  was  “better  than 
classified.”
